here’s gold buried in the 123 pages 
of the GOP bill repealing the 
Affordable Care Act 

Located halfway through the 
dense read are six lines that would nix Obam- 
acare’s limit on corporate tax deductions 
for executive pay. 

The story begins in 1993. Federal law¬ 
makers revised the tax code capping the 
deduction at $1 million for what corpora¬ 
tions pay their execs. But a gaping loophole 
accompanied the change: an exception for 
so-called “performance pay.” The escape 
clause said corporations could deem the 
stock rewards they give execs “performance- 
based.” 

In other words, anything above the $1 
million ceiling could be deducted as a basic 
business expense. 

Starting in 2013, the Affordable Care 
Act brought the practice to a halt. The idea 
behind imposing a hard $500,000 cap on the 


tax deduction of health insurance executive 
pay was simple. Since insurers would be 
the profiteers of Obamacare, they should 
pay more of the freight. 

It didn’t exactly rein in CEO pay, which 
continues to soar with the eagles. But at 
least companies couldn’t get tax breaks 
for dumping mounds of gold on their 
executives. 

Accordingto the Institute for Policy Stud¬ 
ies, a nonprofit think tank, the new limit 
generated at least $72 million in additional 
tax revenues from the nation’s 10 largest 
publicly held health insurance companies 
in 2013. 

“These 10 corporations owed an extra 
$1.3 million in taxes per executive,” the 
Institute concluded. 

Yet for reasons unexplained, the new 
Trumpcare plan completely removes the cap. 

Here’s how it would hookup Minnesota’s 
own insurance giant, UnitedHealth: 


CEO Stephen Hemsley’s 2014 compen¬ 
sation was $66 million, of which only $1.3 
million was salary. Almost all of the remain¬ 
ing haul fell under the performance-based 
umbrella, accordingto the Institute’s Sarah 
Anderson. 

If Republicans have their way. United 
would get a roughly $64 million tax break 
on Hemsley’s wages alone. This for a com¬ 
pany with annual profits around $6 billion, 
greater than Somalia’s GNP. 


“I still have a hard time understanding 
their opposition to such a minor reform,” 
Andersen says. “It would appear to be an 
ideological aversion that government should 
not be doing anything to interfere with the 
amount someone gets paid in America. 

“It’s a case of politicians being discon¬ 
nected with ordinary people. Public out¬ 
rage with executive pay could have political 
costs if the rollback is part of their intended 
reform.” -copy zurowski

Xcels MNopoly 

An energy giant bullies its way to victory 


A round the Minnesota Capitol, 
Xcel Energy is the corporation 
that need not speak its name. 
Consider the legislation passed 
last month, allowing “a public utility” to 
“construct, own and operate” a natural 
gas power plant in Becker, a small town 
in central Minnesota. 

“A public utility,” you say? In case there 
was any confusion, Xcel Energy CEO Ben 
Fowke made clear what was at stake in a 
February conference call with Wall Street 
investors. 

Fowke mentioned the gas plant to inspire 
optimism among analysts, saying Xcel 
was banking on the fast-track approval 
to burst through regulatory hurdles that 
usually stand in the way. 

Not that they needed a reason to believe. 
In the same call, Fowke reported XcePs 
fourth-quarter 2016 profits of $227 mil¬ 
lion. Headquartered in downtown Min¬ 
neapolis and operating in seven states, 
Xcel is the biggest utility in Minnesota. 
As a “regulated monopoly,” its only real 
competition is weather. An unseasonably 
warm winter, which cut heat consumption, 
had skimmed a bit of the company s riches. 

Last fall, the Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion (PUC) reached an agreement with 
Xcel to shut down its two coal-burning 
facilities in Becker by 2026. The plants 
discharge more greenhouse gases than 
any other site in Minnesota. 

At the same time, the PUC offered 
encouraging words about Xcef s natural 
gas plan, but required the utility to explore 
options that might affect the plant’s size. 
Could renewable energy be used to fill 
coal’s void? Could cuts in consumer use 


lessen demand? (Picture the Wall Street 
guys hangingup their phones and cursing.) 

Publicly, Xcel agreed to play ball with 
the PUC. Behind closed Capitol doors, 
however, the energy giant changed the 
rules of the game. 

Bills authored by two Becker-area 
Republicans, Rep. Jim Newberger and Sen. 
Andrew Matthews, gave Xcel authority to 
build the gas plant “at its sole discretion,” 
removing state regulators from the deci¬ 
sion. Costs related to the plant—estimated 
at $800 million for the facility and $200 
million to build a gas line — will be passed 
on to ratepayers. (Read: You.) 

Xcel can even petition the PUC to reap 
bonus payments as an “incentive to com¬ 
plete the project at or under the forecasted 
costs,” a nifty bit of back-end padding on 
an already sweet deal. 

The legislation was opposed by a rare 
coalition: environmentalist hippies, con¬ 
sumer advocates, big industrial compa¬ 
nies that spend hundreds of millions on 
energy... and pastors. Dozens of faith lead¬ 
ers signed a letter calling the bill a “blank 
check,” noting that rate increases to fund 
the plant would “disproportionately hurt 
low income communities.” 

That coalition had strength in numbers 
— just not inside the Capitol, where it 
counts. Xcel employs nearly 50 lobbyists. 

A bipartisan, mostly Republican House 
majority passed a version of the bill within 
a week of Xcel’s investor call. The Senate 
soon fell in line. 

With the deal all but done, the Insti¬ 
tute for Local Self-Reliance threw a Hail 
Mary. The nonprofit, which advocates 
for consumer and eco-friendly econom¬ 


ics, produced a short, pithy video, in the 
hopes of convincing Gov. Mark Dayton 
to veto the bill. 

The video parodies a recent Xcel TV 
ad. Essentially, it is an Xcel ad, but with 
more honest audio dubbed in as voiceover. 

“Guess what’s in this box,” says a cheer¬ 
ful Xcel representative. “No, don’t. I’ll 
just tell you.” 

“A massive fossil fuel power plant,” the 
voiceover cuts in. It goes on to note the 
Becker facility would “cost ratepayers over 
$5 billion in the next 20 years,” making it 
a “win — if you’re an Xcel shareholder.” 

The Institute distributed the video 
through social media. Whether it reached 
the governor’s attention is unclear. It cer¬ 
tainly got Xcel’s. 

On February 24, the nonprofit got a 
letter from Merchant & Gould, a Min¬ 
neapolis law firm specializing in intel¬ 
lectual property. The letter claimed the 
Institute engaged in “clear copyright and 
trademark infringement,” and demanded 
it cease and desist immediately. 

Sharon Sandeen, a law professor at 
Hamline University, says copyright cases 
are very “fact-specific,” but the Institute 
probably had a good shot at defending 
its tape. 

The video was obvious parody and not 
made for profit, helping the Institute’s 
case. But you “can’t guarantee” a judge’s 
ruling. Or a lawsuit’s cost. 

The Institute gave in to Xcel’s bully¬ 
ing and pulled the video. The nonprofit 
employs all of 15 people across three states. 
A loss in court would’ve destroyed it. 

Says John Farrell, director of the Insti¬ 
tute’s “democratic energy” team: “Xcel

was, unfortunately, perfectly successful in 
getting us to take [the video] down when 
it mattered.” 

If it would’ve mattered at all. Da 5 Ton 
signed the bill on the last day of February, 
saying it brings “immediate certainty” to 
plant workers in Becker. 

In a statement to City Pages, Xcel spokes¬ 
man Randy Fordice said Xcel supports “free 
debate and the free expression of ideas,” 
but must defend against “misuse of our 
intellectual property.” The Becker plant 
is simply about Xcel’s wanting “cleaner, 
more renewable forms of energy.” 

And cutting out the PUC? “Lawmak¬ 
ers,” Fordice wrote, “are frequently part 
of the decision-making process.” 

Expect it to happen ever more frequently. 
If Xcel gets to build a $1 billion plant at 
its “sole discretion,” don’t expect its fleet 
of lobbyists to ever demand anything less 
from lawmakers. 

Minnesota should take cues from the 
meddling ad Xcel’s lawyers so disliked, and 
introduce a dose of honesty. Stop calling 
Xcel a “regulated monopoly.” That first 
word just became obsolete. 03

TSUNAMI in ST. ANTHONY 

Antonia Alvarez’s holy war to save a mobile home park 


IT WAS EARLY MORNING on August 9. Fifty residents gathered for a 
protest march outside their homes in Lowry Grove Mobile Home and RV 
Park in St. Anthony. Organizer Antonia Alvarez was making her way to 
the front of the line, stopping to hug neighbors and answer questions in 
Spanish and English. 

Barely five feet tall, she carried a thick wooden cross that nearly 
matched her in height. She’d been organizing meetings since the 
previous April, when residents received notice that the park would 
be sold and converted into condos and apartments. 

Antonia believed God had called her to motivate and serve 
others. She had done so her entire life, first in a suburb of Mexico 
City, and again after fleeing from cartel members to the United States, in 
her new home in suburban Minneapolis, where she co-founded Asamblea 
de Derechos Civiles, a faith-based nonprofit that mentors Latino leaders. 

Since the first meeting, Antonia had rallied her neighbors to file a lawsuit 
to undo the sale to the new owners, a development company called The Vil¬ 


lage. Now residents were in a kind of purgatory, waiting to see if they would 
be evicted from their homes. 

On this day, they hoped that purgatory would end. They walked six miles 
with crosses, cowbells, and megaphones, across the Mississippi River to 
Hennepin County Circuit Court in downtown Minneapolis. The 
elderly and disabled, of whom there were many, followed in a bus. 

Brightly colored posters rendered their messages: ‘‘God Lives 
in Mobile Home Parks, too!” and “Lowry Grove is a Family. Don’t 
Take that Away.” 

People honked, some pulling over to take pictures. Others ran 
from grocery stores to deliver water bottles while still others 
joined the march. At the front of the line walked Antonia, barefoot, head 
draped in a white shawl, a rosary around her neck. 

Inside the courthouse, residents linked hands in prayer beside tall windows, 
where an American flag hung, its stars and stripes slightly translucent from 
the sunlight. Antonia offered them a reminder: “God is with us.”

A SHRINKING WAY OF LIFE 


The park is a 10-minute drive from down¬ 
town Minneapolis, across the Mississippi 
River, past chain stores and boutiques 
selling artisanal candles and jewelry. It’s 
wedged between parkways lined with 
homes, their windows filled with flower 
baskets, yards neatly landscaped. 

Inside the park, the streets spiral in 
figure eights across 15 acres behind a 
chain-link fence. Two smaller blocks in 
the innermost section house seasonal 
tenants who rent plots to park their RVs. 

In the summer, before owners began to 
move or sell their homes to The Village, 
the park was crowded, nearly every plot 
filled, surrounded by trees along the park’s 
edges. Many of those trees had been there 
since 1946, when the park opened in the 
aftermath of World War II, promising 
safety and community at a fair price. 

Some Lowry Grove residents had lived 
here for half of the park’s existence, watch¬ 
ing it shift to include RV residents and 
eventually crumble under disrepair. 

First it was the roads, cracked with pot¬ 
holes. Then the brownish water. Later, the 
sewage that spilled into the neighborhood 
and stayed for days. Though residents were 
disappointed in the infrastructure, the 
cheap rent, strong schools, and proximity 
to downtown made Lowry Grove worth it. 

Rent is about $450 a month, but resi¬ 
dents are responsible for providing their 
own homes. The average new single-wide 
costs $37,000. A double-wide, $76,000. 
Both are significantly below $224,100, 
the median home price in St. Anthony, 
and significantly below the projected rent 
for The Village’s apartments — $895 for 
a studio and $1,250 for a one-bedroom. 

Once owners finish making payments, 
the home is theirs. But the land beneath 
them belongs to the park. So when Lowry 
Grove owner Phil Johnson wanted to sell 
his park to the The Village, he could.

Yet under state statute he had to allow 
residents the opportunity to buy the land 
for the same price — $6 million — within 
45 days of receiving notice of the park’s 
closure. If the residents could match the 
terms and price of the offer, the land would 
be theirs. 

The residents met the requirements 
on June 10 after partnering with Aeon, a 
nonprofit affordable housing developer, 
which offered to buy and manage the 
park on residents’ behalf. Three days 
later, Johnson rejected their offer, final¬ 
izing his sale to The Village and sparking 
a lawsuit from residents. 

The residents’ fight played out against 
the backdrop of an affordable housing 
crisis. Aeon CEO Alan Arthur cites a study 
conducted by Harvard, which showed 
that the number of low-cost housing units 
rose only 11 percent in the last decade, less 
than half the rate of higher rent units, and 
much below what a growing low-income 
renter population needs. 

‘We are starting to panic a little bit 
about the loss of affordable housing at 
the hands of social and market changes,” 
Arthur says. ‘We think it’s bad now, 
but soon the rest of the iceberg will be 
revealed, and we are going to be in big 
trouble.” 

THIS IS A TSUNAMI 


Antonia Alvarez lives near the park 
entrance, her front yard cupping her house 
in a green U. This is where residents gath¬ 
ered to plan, prepare, and, sometimes, 
celebrate with games and burgers. On 
these nights, there was no talk of eviction 
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or debates about whether to sell their 
homes or to stay and fight. 

The park houses the most diverse popu¬ 
lation in St. Anthony about 70 percent of 
whom are Latino, compared to just 2.9 
percent for the rest of the suburb. The white 
residents tend to be retired, elderly, and liv¬ 
ing alone, while many of the Hispanics are 
middle-aged and undocumented. Though 
resident meetings were translated between 
English and Spanish, members began to 
learn each other’s language on their own, 
trying out new words with one another. 

Inside Antonia’s home sits a framed 
portrait of her mother as a teenager. 
‘'Everyone says it could be me,” Antonia 
says. They have the same thick and curly 
hair, the same round face, the same dark 
brown eyes. 

She lost her mother when she was 
young and living in Mexico, where she first 
answered God’s calling. In 2014, she lost her 
father, for whom she had been advocating 
and organizing for more than a decade, 
hoping that immigration reform would 
give her the chance as an undocumented 
person to return to Mexico to see him. 

A month after her father’s death. Presi¬ 
dent Obama issued an executive action on 
immigration reform. Antonia met Obama 
at a rally in Las Vegas. She has a photo 
from that day: the thick, curly hair and 
brown eyes, this time glossed over with 
tears as she wraps her arms around her 
president. 

In June, when the park’s offer was 
rejected, Antonia plotted at her kitchen 
table, establishing a weekly meeting with 
residents inside her home. When those 
meetings grew too large, they were moved 
outside to her patio. She tracked down 
titles of residents’ homes, posted flyers, 
contacted school leaders, and supplied her 
neighbors with prayers, coffee, and food. 

Sometimes she paused to consider it 
all, the overwhelming, wild force before 
her. In those moments she could not help 
but think, “This is a tsunami.”

THE LAW THAT DOESH’TWORK 


Minnesota is one of a few states that grants 
the right of first refusal for mobile home 
tenants when their land is sold to develop¬ 
ers who wish to change the park. By law, 
an owner must offer the park to residents, 
and if the residents’ offer matches the 
purchaser’s, the owner must sell to the 
residents. 

Attorney General Lori Swanson wrote a 
brief in support of the residents in August, 
arguing that their rights had been purposely 
circumvented. 

The law also dictates that the majority 
of residents consent to purchase. But The 
Village claimed some of these signatures 
were forged or inaccurate. It also claimed 
that Aeon could not obtain the necessary 
funding, and that the law protected the 
sale of the park once the sale had been 
finalized. 

The problem, it turned out, was that the 
law was so poorly written it offered few 
real protections, according to residents’ 
attorney Jack Gann of the Minnesota Hous¬ 
ing Justice Center. The right of first refusal 
has never successfully secured a park for 
homeowners. If Lowry Grove residents 
won, it would be a first. 

THUHDER ACROSS THE PARK 


On September 24, a month after the resi¬ 
dents’ march to the courthouse. Judge Joel 
Klein ruled against them. Even if there was 
a violation of the law, he wrote, residents 
were only entitled to monetary relief. 

There would be a trial to determine if 
there was a violation with the park’s sale, 
but it would not take place until the fall of 
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the following year, and by then residents 
would have already been evicted. 

Antonia called a meeting. Residents gath¬ 
ered beneath a canopy during a thunder¬ 
storm. Antonia stood on the steps before 
them as the rain hit the metal roof in waves. 

‘We are going to start with the news you 
already know,” Antonia shouted in Spanish 
above the storm. “But I want to describe it 
in a way that everyone can understand.” 

She invoked a boxing metaphor: The 
developer won a round, she said, “but we 
are still in the middle of the match.” Klein’s 
decision would only result in them fight¬ 
ing even harder. 

Ned Moore, a fellow organizer, spoke 
next. “So we have to thank God for sending 
the rain because the rain is a sign of God’s 
presence.” They would appeal the judge’s 
ruling and file a discrimination complaint 
with the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

And they would, no matter what, keep 
fighting. 

“Those that have the hearts and the 
commitment to fight,” he said, “the rain 
doesn’t matter to us.” 

They would fight for one another, fight 
for those who could not fight, and they 
would fight for Antonia, who had recently 
been threatened. 

Before departing, Antonia rallied her 
wet disciples. ‘We need to shout to let the 
people know we are not leaving.” 

“Si se peude! Si se peude!” she said. 

“Yes, we can! Yes, we can!” 

First people yelled from their seats, and 
then they stood, their voices like thunder 
across the park. 

BEGGING THE CITY’S HAND 


On October 11, Lowry Grove residents 
walked to St. Anthony City Hall, past three 
miles of sprawling ranch homes, to ask the 
City Council to postpone a public hearing 
required for closing the park. A delay in 
the hearing would mean a delay in closure, 
offering more time to mount an appeal. 

The residents lost as soon as the meet¬ 
ing began. The hearing would take place. 

Antonia’s daughter Melina was among 
those who testified. “I am an 11-year-old 
girl and I have lived in Lowry Grove on lot 
11 for 10 years and one month,” she said. 

She was scared — of the people who 
lived in the RVs and sold drugs and fought 
outside her house, and for the homes she 
saw disassembled across the park. Many 
residents had sold, and The Village was 
gutting the abandoned units. 

‘We are all a family, even our cats and 
dogs,” Melina said. “My mom always taught 
me to care for everyone.” 

When Antonia spoke, she was loud and 
clear: “To respect my community, I am 
going to speak in Spanish. Mr. Mayor, city 
manager, and city members, I come here 
standing, to tell you to your faces, that I 
do not feel represented by you.” 


She pointed at them when she said this. 
The people of Lowry Grove were oppressed, 
she explained, and they needed the city 
of St. Anthony on their side. 

Halfway through the speech, she 
addressed Traci Tomas, The Village’s vice 
president. When Antonia met her in May, 
Tomas had cried with the community. “She 
told us that she had children,” Antonia 
recalled. “She said she was Catholic, and 
many of us were Catholic. But really, the 
lady didn’t show her faith, nor that she 
has kids. Because a mother that has kids 
has a conscience.” 

Tomas was seated in the front of the 
room, closest to the mic and podium. As 
Antonia spoke, she turned to look Tomas 
in the eye. 

THREATS OUTSIDE HER WINDOW 


In late October, as both sides gathered 
evidence for the appeal, Antonia began 
parking her van on the other side of Lowry 
Grove so residents wouldn’t know when 
she was home. When she parked outside 
her house, they lined up at her door into 
the night. 

A woman with cancer had recently 
shown up in tears. Winter was coming, 
and her front door didn’t work. She had 
no money to buy a new one and wondered 
if she should take the deal offered by The 
Village. Antonia offered to pay for it her¬ 
self, though the woman’s father eventually 
came through. 

Beyond the pressure to care for those 
around her, Antonia was scared. A few 
weeks earlier, she arrived home late on a 
hot night while her daughter was asleep. 
Antonia stretched to open her bedroom 
windows so that an evening breeze might 
bring release. It was 10:45 p.m. 

She heard voices building in her back¬ 
yard. At first they were not clear, spoken 
softly and quickly, and her English is not 
strong. But then they were. “Get out of 
here, bitch.” 

She could not translate that word — bitch 
— but she knew that it was bad. 

Antonia called 911. By the time police 
arrived, the white men with longhair had 
vanished. Officers circled Lowry Grove until 
6 a.m. so that Antonia could sleep. But she 
didn’t. As an undocumented immigrant, 
she was afraid of the police too. 

In the last few months, several fights had 
broken out. One had occurred between 
a group of unfamiliar men on Antonia’s 
front lawn the Saturday before she was 
threatened. Weeks later, her neighbor, a 
recovering addict, had seen her drug dealer 
driving through the neighborhood. After he 
stopped to say hello, she decided to move. 

Antonia claimed that an uptick in drugs 
and violence was a part of The Village’s 
plan. The new owners, she thought, allowed 
in RV renters with drug problems and 
histories of violence. And when that his¬ 
tory was enacted on other tenants, she 
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alleged, The Village looked 
the other way. The ensuing 
chaos would make broader 
St. Anthony back the park’s 
closure. 

Traci Tomas disagrees with 
the residents’ interpretation. 

The rules hadn’t changed 
since The Village acquired 
ownership, nor had Tomas 
heard that Antonia had been 
threatened, though the owners 
were usually notified when 
police came to property. 

Sometimes Antonia felt 
like she was the last line of 
defense between residents and 
the park’s collapse. Though 
most of the Latinos still fol¬ 
lowed her, many of her white 
neighbors had left. Of those 
who stayed, many had stopped 
listening. 

There was gossip every¬ 
where. Talk of new expen¬ 
sive lawyers, of old signatures 
on old documents that would 
protect the park in perpetuity, of secret 
lakes deep below the earth that would 
doom any development by The Village. 
People splintered into groups with talk 
of changed plans. The communal spirit 
splintered. 

HOW MUCH ARE YOU 
WILLIHGTO LOSE? 

By December, nearly half of the residents 
still held on. They met with neutral negotia¬ 
tor Dan Wilson, who was responsible for 
deciding how much money each owner 
received from the Minnesota Housing 
Trust Fund, a state agency established to 
mitigate the financial loss residents expe¬ 
rience when a mobile home park is sold. 

Including repairs, Antonia had spent 
nearly $30,000 on her home, yet the most 
she could receive was $8,000, the state 
cap for a single-wide. She, like most of her 
neighbors, owned atrailer built before 1976, 
models that can rarely be moved due to 
structural complications. 

So residents were left with a decision: 
stay in their homes and risk receiving little 
money if the appeal was unsuccessful, or 
hedge their bets and sell now while there 
was still time to negotiate with The Vil¬ 
lage, still time to ask a new park to accept 
their old home and find an available lot in 
a shrinking market. 

The question: Which kind of loss they 
could live with? 

In early winter. The Village offered resi¬ 
dents $1,000 each to vacate the park. It 
would also offer Antonia one of the new 
apartments for the same rent she paid for 
her trailer. 

But she would never take a deal not 
offered to the others. Instead, residents 
agreed to a different pact, which allowed

them to stay past the original eviction date 
of March 15 until the end of June. At least 
the park’s children could finish school. But 
then — no matter what — they must go. 

The appeal would be heard in March. 
Even if residents won, by then it would 
be too late. The best they could hope for 
was money to fill the enormous void — 
money for moving trucks, new apartments 
or homes, new park fees, rent increases, 
and security deposits. 

Then came the voids money could not fill. 

ACRASHIHGWAVE 


Since 1991,10 manufactured home parks 
in Minnesota have closed. In that same 
time, not a single new one has been built. 

Last fall in Bloomington, residents of 
Southgate Mobile Home Park were given 
notice of closure. If trends continue, others 
will close as well. 

Antonia’s tsunami has finally struck 
shore. The sale of Lowry Grove wasn’t the 
crash, but the wave’s slow build. The loss 
of faith in the legal system, the emptying 
of lots, the slow dissipation of community. 
This was the wave breaking on earth. 

Now it was sweeping away pieces of 
homes, friendships, entire lives contained on 
beloved plots of land that had been fought 
for. And it was spreading: to parks in other 
towns where other tenants tried to hold on. 

In June, the residents would pack their 
boxes, hitch their faith to Antonia, and, if 
they could, their homes to moving trucks. 

As cool waters circled, they’d pray to 
make it through. 03 
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THE FIGHT OVER $15 

How local restaurants will (or won’t) make a $15 minimum wage work

A friend handed me a sheet of paper. 
At the top it read “Pathway to 
$15.” She’d gotten it at a meeting 
she says was attended by a who’s 
who of local restaurateurs. 

“It was in a back room, in a really out- 
of-the-way space,” she said. “It seems like 
they’re trying to keep it quiet.” 

“It” being a lobbyist-led campaign 
in response to the city of Minneapolis’ 
impending minimum wage hike to $15 an 
hour for all employees, including those 
who receive tips, like restaurant servers. 
I reached out to Pathway to 15 and heard 
nothing in response for weeks. 

“Keeping it quiet” illustrates just how 
political the minimum wage proposal has 
become for those who have a stake in it. 
Many independent restaurant operators 


say they can’t possibly absorb the added 
cost of paying employees $15 an hour — 
not without going broke. 

Currently, most tipped employees in 
Minneapolis make abase rate of $9.50 an 
hour at businesses that gross $500,000 or 
more annually, and $7.75 an hour at places 
that fall below that $500,000 threshold. 
Any additional income they make is in 
tips they receive from customers. 

Kitchen staff must make at least 
minimum wage as well, though owners 
might increase that rate to attract better 
talent. In Minneapolis, kitchen staff 
making around $13-$15 an hour is not 
unheard of, while the national average 
is little more than $11 hourly. 

If restaurant owners are to comply with 
the new rules, and pay a $15-an-hour base 
rate, many say they will have to resort to a 
no-tipping model and raise menu prices. 


In that case, instead of handing a 15 to 20 
percent tip directly to your server, you’ll 
be paying more for the meal itself and 
letting management handle the mandatory 
$15-an-hour wages. 

Many professional servers are bitterly 
opposed to this outcome, mostly balking 
at the possibility of giving up their tips. 
The potential to make far more than $15 
an hour in tips is what drives them, and 
the hospitality industry as a whole. 

Sarah Webster Norton is a career server 
who has been very vocal on the issue. She’s 
worked in the restaurant business for 24 
years and says a server’s job is absolutely 
untenable at $15 hourly. 

“There’s no way in hell. I’ll get the hell 
out of the business,” she says. “We’re 
dealing with the general public, and it 
takes an emotional toll on many of us. 
Dealing with the general public is a 


hideous job, so yes we get paid more. 
And we deserve to.” 

A $15 hourly wage would mean a 50 
percent pay cut for her and others like 
her, she says. 

Norton and many of her peers are 
pushing for the “Pathway to 15” campaign’s 
solution, which includes a tip credit. With 
a tip credit, employers would pay tipped 
employees a minimum wage of $10 hourly. 
Tipped employees would make up the 
remaining $5 (or more) in tips. Employers 
would only have to pay above the $10 
hourly minimum if a server were unable 
to make up the $5 difference in tips. 

Independent restaurants, which tend 
to operate on a profit margin of around 
6 percent, support the tip credit. They 
say they would not be able to offset 
additional labor costs without it. Upton 
43, Victory 44, and Duluth’s Northern 
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Waters Smokehaus all recently tried 
eliminating tipping and raising menu 
prices in an effort to increase hourly pay 
for all workers, but quickly nixed the idea. 
Josef Harris, of Upton 43 and Victory 44, 
says they found it difficult to make the 
math work. 

“If we were to stay competitive price- 
wise we wouldn’t have been able to 
continue the no-tipping model. We would 
have priced ourselves right out of the 
market,” he says. 

All the same, the city seems to be 
doubling down. Mayor Betsy Hodges 
has pushed back against what she calls 
a “tip penalty.” She recently issued an 
impassioned statement titled, “The case 
against a tip penalty (Hint: it hurts all 
workers, esp. women).” 

Hodges says the number of servers 
working in high- 
end restaurants and 
bars and making 
far more than $15 
is exaggerated. On 
average, servers 
actually make 
litde more than $10 
hourly, accordingto 
the US. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics as 
quoted in Hodges’ 
statement. Since 
service industry 
professionals are 
roughly two-thirds women, Hodges says 
that they are particularly affected by low 
wages — especially since studies show 
women who rely on tips are more subject 
to sexual harassment than those who don’t. 

But servers like Norton say the mayor 
and the city don’t understand the industry. 
Restaurant owners cannot simply raise 
prices or add a fee to each meal (which 
they’d have to do in order to cover the 
minimum wage increase) and expect 
customers to keep tipping on top of that. To 
keep customers calm about the increased 
prices, owners would need to eliminate 
tipping, and if they do that, Norton says she 
and her peers won’t make the $30 hourly 
that they’re accustomed to. They’d make 
$15 an hour, a little under $30,000 a year, 
and, she says, start leaving the business 
because of it. 

But there are many others who argue 
that tip elimination could mean a new 
day for the restaurant industry, one that 
offers a more sustainable career for kitchen 
workers, for instance. That line of work 
has traditionally meant far less financial 
reward than a server’s career. 

And restaurateurs facing a minimum 
wage increase have already begun 
shifting their way of doing business. 
Uptown’s trendy Heyday has added an 


“administrative fee,” a 15 percent additional 
line item on customers’ checks. A note 
on the bill says that the fee acts as the 
server’s tip, but additional tips are also 
welcome. If you’re wondering how 
European restaurants seem to support 
servers on a salary without tipping, this 
is the model many of them use. 

Danny Meyer, New York City’s most 
prominent restaurateur, famously did away 
with tips in all of his restaurants last year, 
yet it seems most guests just can’t stop 
tipping. It’s too ingrained in our dining 
experience. Regardless of how you may feel 
about the issue, changing this fundamental 
behavior is like swimming against the 
tide: slow, painful, and sometimes nigh 
impossible. 

The only way to successfully implement 
such a wholesale shift in our dining 
tradition, many 
restaurant owners 
say, would be for all 
restaurants to do 
away with tipping 
at the same time. 
Otherwise, the 
best talent would 
simply go to the 
next restaurant 
(or the next town) 
where they have 
the potential to 
make far more than 
$15 hourly. 

Dan McElroy executive vice president 
of the Minnesota Restaurant Association, 
says he doesn’t have any predictions about 
how the minimum wage vote will shake 
out, but he has confidence that the vast 
majority of his members will adapt, no 
matter what happens. He’s reached out 
to his counterpart in Seattle, which is 
transitioning to a $15 minimum wage, and 
very few restaurants have closed due to 
the increase. 

But he did say that they’re changing 
their operations in interesting ways, 
including implementing wireless POS 
systems for servers, allowing them to 
take on larger sections; kitchens buying 
more pre-prepped product, which cuts 
down on kitchen labor; and more fast- 
casual environments than ever before. 
He added that the average restaurant in 
that city employs 14.5 people, compared 
to Minneapolis’ average of 19. 

And the bottom line is that, no matter 
what else happens, he says, customers 
are going to have to pay more. Prices go 
up in cities with minimum wage hikes, so 
that owners can cover their costs. So get 
ready to crack open those pocketbooks, 
Minneapolis. That, or get back into your 
kitchen and start rattling those pots and 
pans. [Q

Artist Alison Hiltner is a science-fiction 
fan. It’s evident in her sculptures, which 
fuse media (in the form of video games, 
film, and television) with outlandish 
technology. Hiltner’s work is at once 
preposterous and strangely feasible, 
something you might see in a futuristic 
film but that might not be that far off from 
becoming reality. Her new exhibition, 

‘Tt Is Yesterday,” opens at the MAEP

scale installation is based on a previous 
work.

The power and nuance of a surprise Oscar winner

B arry Jenkins’ surprise Best Picture 
winner, Moonlight, deserves your 
undivided attention even more 
than most movies. Its power is 
the kind that can easily slip past a dis¬ 
tracted viewer. 

Moonlight’s victory was highly improb¬ 
able and in some ways unprecedented. 
By now it’s nearly impossible to go into 
the film without preconceived notions 
or lofty expectations, not just because 
it won the highest prize in the land but 
because of the shocking manner in which 
it did so. 

You should try, though. When seen dis¬ 
traction-free, Moonlight’s unique energy 
hums on a frequency all its own. In some 
ways, it can be considered a coming-of- 
age film, albeit the rare kind that admits 
growing up doesn’t always bring clear-cut 
resolution. Following a black child (and, 
later, a teenager and young man) coming 


to grips with his sexuality through three 
stages of his life. Moonlight cuts deep with 
a soft touch. 

‘What you doin’ in here, little man?” 
Chiron is asked the first time he meets Juan 
(Mahershala Ali), who comes to be like a 
father to him. He’ll spend the rest of the 
film attempting to answer that and similar 
questions (‘Who is you, man?”), most often 
without actually responding. Chiron’s 
plight, and maybe even his tragedy, is that 
time brings little clarity — Moonlight’s 
three chapters find him retreating deeper 
into himself rather than becoming more 
comfortable in his own skin. 

Juan is a drug dealer, and one of his 
clients is Chiron’s mother (Naomie 
Harris). They all live in or near Liberty 
City, a housing project in Miami; so did 
Jenkins and his co-writer Tarell Alvin 
McCraney. Chiron spends as little time 
at home as possible, preferring the more 
welcoming environs of the house Juan 
shares with Teresa (Janelle Monde, who. 


like Ali, is magnetic both here and mHidden 
Figures). It’s a respite, but a temporary one. 
He eventually has to set out on his own. 

One piece of outside information that 
does help is the name of the unproduced 
play on which Moonlight is based, 
McCraney’s In Moonlight Black Boys Look 
Blue. It’s spoken aloud when Juan, whose 
presence looms over the whole of the film 
despite being limited to the first section, 
tells a story from his youth in Cuba. He’s 
just taught Chiron to swim in the ocean — 
an achingly beautiful sequence in which 
the camera dips in and out of the water as 
the child, for what might be the first time 
in his life, is able to let himself go — and 
is now imparting an even more important 
lesson. “At some point you gotta decide who 
you gonna be,” Juan tells the boy. “Can’t 
let nobody make that decision for you.” 

In moments of stillness, with the soft 
orchestral score surging and the edges 
of the frame blurred, we see the person 
Chiron’s becoming, the person he’s trying

not to show to the world. Chiron is referred 
to by two nicknames throughout—“Little” 
in the first section, “Black” in the second — 
neither of which he likes and both of which 
contribute to his crisis of identity. Three 
different actors play him (Alex Hibbert, 
Ashton Sanders, Trevante Rhodes) and the 
collective portrait they paint is as detailed 
as it it nuanced. 

Moonlight is fragmented by design, 
with each of its three chapters offering 
glimpses rather than deep dives, and at 
times you can’t help wondering what’s 
happened offscreen that might deepen 
your understanding of Chiron and his 
world. That may be Jenkins’ cleverest 
trick: He leaves you wanting more, 
striving for the same meaning that eludes 
Chiron. 03

How tiny things add up to a racist culture

laudia Rankine’s book Citizen: 
An American Lyric, published in 
2014 by Minneapolis’ Gra 5 twolf 
Press, is regarded as one of this 
decade’s most important texts on race. The 
first poetry book ever to make the New 
York Times nonfiction bestseller list, Citizen 
details a litany of microaggressions: seem¬ 
ingly minor actions or comments that reveal 
biases against, in this case, people of color. 

Playwright Stephen Sachs turned Citizen 
into the script for a multi-actor show that 
was first staged in 2015 in Los Angeles. A 
new production by Frank Theatre is now 
being presented at Intermedia Arts, which 
proves an ideal space for this powerful piece. 

The theater’s rear wall is used for con¬ 
tinuous large-scale projections, designed 
by Bill Cottman. The images alternately set 
the scene, display text, and show evidence 
of what Rankine was writing about as the 
show’s focus shifts from everyday life to 
the heights of achievement and the depths 
of injustice. 

Instead of conventional dialogue, pas¬ 
sages from the book are voiced by six diverse 
actors (Heather Bunch, Hope Cervantes, 
Michael Hanna, Theo Langason, Joe Nathan 
Thomas, and Dana Thompson), who alter¬ 
nate phrases and sentences as they move 
about the stage, which is bare except for 
six chairs used as props. 

Under the dexterous direction of Wendy 
Knox, the approach respects the spirit of 
Rankine’s book while adding the physical- 
ity and immediacy of live theater. It’s a gut 
punch to watch the white actors recoil from

sitting next to people of color and to hear 
racist comments spoken out loud. 

The adaptation is particularly acute when 
it comes to Rankine’s extended consideration 
of the triumphs and travails of Serena Wil¬ 
liams. An athlete of historic achievements, 
Williams has been plagued by mockery and 
unfair treatment—much ofwhich we watch 
on video as the actors deliver Rankine’s 
lacerating critique of a commenter who 
accuses Williams ofharboring^'stubbomness 
and a grudge” when she boycotts a venue 
where she was subjected to racial slurs. 

Like the book, the play draws a line 
directly frommicroaggressions to the actions 
of law enforcement officers whose racial 
biases have lethal results. ‘You are not the 
guy,” repeat the actors as they circle the 
stage in a menacing swirl, “and still you 
fit the description because there is only 
one guy who is always the guy fitting the 
description.” 

The production moves fleetly without 
ever feeling blithe or cursory. The actors 
— particularly Cervantes and Thomas — 
find poignant gravity while hewing closely 
to Rankine’s concisely eloquent, even dry 
voice. With the exception of some postur¬ 
ing by Bunch that crosses a line into vil¬ 
lainous caricature, nothing is overripe or 
melodramatic: It doesn’t need to be. The 
simple truth speaks, painfully and urgently, 
for itself 03

Good Doom’s New Shapes for You is the ambient pop of your dreams

T ony Schurbon 
twists and curls 
strands of his long 
dirty blond hair 
with his finger, searching for 
words to describe his music 
— something he admits he’s 
never done. 

‘'I’m trying to make some¬ 
thing I like that I also haven’t 
really heard before,” he says 
at last. 

The mind behind the 
atmospheric, mostly instru¬ 
mental music of Good Doom, 

Schurbon crafted two EPs’ 
worth of evocative, moody 
songs in 2016: Naps andiTug. 

Now, on New Shapes for You, 

Good Doom’s first full-length 
(out March 10 on Minneapo¬ 
lis label Forged Artifacts), 
the 24-year-old has begun 
to build holistic worlds out 
of a range of tones that are 
warm at times, chilly at oth¬ 
ers, often spooky. Even the 
album art, an aerial photograph of mini¬ 
cacti, evokes atrip across an alien terrain. 

Schurbon first picked up a guitar as a 
teen in rural Iowa, not knowing much 
music beyond the classic rock he heard 
on the radio, and he started out playing 
in traditional guitar-bass-drums rock 
bands. After he moved to Minneapolis 
to study at the Institute of Production and 
Recording, he was introduced to music 
outside the mainstream, particularly the 
dreamy electronic pop of Broadcast, Pram, 
and Stereolab. Schurbon soon shifted to 
ambient music, using the same tools in a 
different way, choosing to stray from what 
he refers to as the “fairly toxic environ¬ 
ment” of rock. 

“On a sonic level, I feel like sometimes 
guitars and drums are used to sound sort 
of like weapons. It hurts your ears some¬ 
times, and it’s really loud usually, or at 
least what we were doing was like that,” 
Schurbon says. “The stuff I’m trying to 
do now has some softer tones, which I 
like — sounds that draw you in as opposed 
to pushing you away by being physically 
painful.” 


Good Doom is Schurbon’s first project 
dedicated to pursuing his new vision, 
and already his sound has progressed 
from what it was on last year’s EPs. “It’s 
definitely a tonal shift from what he was 
doing before,” says Matt Linden, founder 
of Forged Artifacts. “It’s a more subdued 
and vivid release. It’s more dreamlike, 
and I did like that quality.” 

“It’s the sound I’ve been tr 5 dngmake the 
whole time that I’ve been learning audio, 
that kind of fat, grungy, dark, comfortable- 
on-the-ears sound,” Schurbon says. 

“One thing that really drew me in from 
start to finish was taking it in as a whole,” 
Linden says. “Front to back, I think it really 
speaks to itself in a complete listen. You 
can throw it on and it’s kind of a journey.” 

New Shapes for You is a cassette-only 
release, and that format highlights how 
each track flows into the next like a series 
of visceral dreams. “I heard it and there 
was no question that we had to do this on 
cassette. It lends itself to that medium. It 
has that deteriorating, dreamlike quality 
when you’re listening to it,” Linden said. 
“On tapes, you’re gonna get that warpyness. 


and on every repeated listen it’s kind of 
warping and changing itself, and that’s 
what I hear in this release.” 

The debut single, “Total Animal Soup,” 
named for a line from Allen Ginsberg’s 
“Howl,” is filled with mellowed-out synth 
buzzes, a loop of bright keys, and glitchy 
drums, while a contemplative whisper 
of “rock and roll, rock and roll” repeats 
throughout, a meditation of sorts on the 
possibilities of reimagining rock music 
in 2017. The quiet murmuring across 
songs like “Beams” and “Swell” recalls 
groups like the Cocteau Twins, who 
twisted abstract words to fit into vocal 
melodies, not as concerned with meaning 
as with evoking mood. 

“He kind of uses his voice as an accent 
or texture, used more as an instrument 
than him speaking or using those lyrics 
to tell a point,” Linden said. “It’s woven 
in there in the tapestry he created with 
the ambient sounds and the beats. His 
voice is really a texture.” 

Despite his training at recording school 
in audio production, Schurbon’s creative 
process is informal. He typically starts 


from a common riff or chord 
progression, reinventing 
familiar notes in his own 
style along the way. 

“I like to make the riff and 
the effect one thing, process¬ 
ing sounds as I play the riffs, 
as opposed to mixing it later. 
That way the effect and 
the performance are inter¬ 
twined,” Schurbon says. “It’s 
just a cool beat, and a cool 
riff, and I just try to combine 
them in their soundscape, 
make the beat and the riff 
seamless, and squished 
together.” 

Schurbon plays most of the 
instruments himself on New 
Shapes for You, with occa¬ 
sional contributions from 
additional musicians. And 
though he now performs live 
with a full band to embellish 
the album’s lush sounds, he 
recently finished his first solo 
tour as Good Doom, singing 
and playing guitar accompanied by an 
iPod of his prerecorded, hip-hop styled 
beats and basslines. 

“At best, the room felt like people were 
hypnotized,” Schurbon said. And the mes¬ 
merizing world of ambient music truly can 
be easy to get lost in, with your thoughts 
filling the spaces between abstract beats 
and instrumentals. On tour, Schurbon 
noticed that his music had some unusual 
effects on certain listeners. “One guy said 
he wanted to lay down to it, and then at 
the next show somebody actually did lay 
down on the ground — in a good way.” 

Ambient music’s greatest asset is 
allowing the listener to take things as 
they come, and New Shapes for You, like 
an abstract painting, may hold a unique 
meaning for each person who encoun¬ 
ters it. But though accessibility is hardly 
Schurbon’s major concern, he isn’t trying 
to be difficult. 

“They’re still supposed to be pop songs,” 
Schurbon says of his new material. “That’s 
the intention. And then when it gets fil¬ 
tered through what other people think, 
that’s what it becomes.” BS

Juicy J may just be the most durable rapper 
of the past 20 years. In the mid-’90s, as a co¬ 
founder of Three 6 Mafia, he help pioneer 
the Memphis crew's uncompromisingly dark 
“horrorcore” sound, planting the seeds of 
trap rap in the process.

Kinking 

Can conservative 
Muslims be kinky? 


^ went to Dark Odyssey Winter Fire, 
I the big kink hotel takeover event in 
I Washington, DC, in February. There 
A was one thing I saw there that is mess¬ 
ing with my head, and I hope you can 
set me straight. There was this lovely 
little six-person orgy going on with two 
cute-as-could-be hippie girls and four 
older dudes. Then these four people came 
along. They sat and watched—a guy and 
three women in hijabs and dresses that 
went wrist to ankle, fully covered.

"With all the hateful anti-Muslim 
rhetoric out there these days, it is 
tempting to romanticize Islam,” said 
Ei 5 mah, a Pakistani-Canadian children’s 
book author who also hosts a podcast that 
focuses on sex, Islam, and apostasy. “The 
impulse is understandable, but Islam is 
another one of the blatantly sex-negative 
Abrahamic faiths.” 

The other blatantly sex-negative 
Abrahamic faiths, for those of you 
keeping score out there, are Judaism 
and Christianity. 

“Nothing outside of ultra-vanilla plain 
ol’ two-person hetero sex within the 
confines of marriage is permissible,” 
said Eiynah. “So as much as Td love 
to agree with WKW that conservative 
Islam isn’t incompatible with kink, 
there’s every reason to say that it is. 
It’s even incompatible with a woman 
being slightly ‘immodest’ in front of 
men. Modesty codes are pretty rigid 
in Islam, and in non-Muslim-majority 
countries, modesty garments tend to stick 
out rather than blend in.
